Each  Nurse  during  the  year  paid  over  14  visits  a day,  with 
several  large  arcus,  sjiarsely  populated,  and  several  miles  ap:u’t. 
In  addition  to  this,  72  days  in  a year  are  allocated  for  Centre 
work,  and  all  the  (,’entres  are  widely  apart.  I have  examined 
the  Nurses  Eecord  Books,  and  advised  that  more  details  should 
be  inserted,  as  io  condition  of  mother,  of  child,  or  of  environment. 

It  is  proposed  to  start  an  Antt'-natal  Clinic  in  the  District, 
and  T have  instructed  the  Nurses  in  all  cases  of  suspicious 
odeema  in  pregnant  women  to  have  specimens  of  urine  sub- 
mitted for  examination  by  the  Welfare.  Doctors  or  myself,  and  to 
refer  any  woman  with  abnormal  symptoms  to  their  own  Doctor 
or  the  Clinic  Doctors. 


Child  Welfare. 


hiarly  i'l  tin?  New  Year,  the  (’onur-il  authorised  thr  Heallli 
VisMors  to  visit  a number  of  Child  Welfare  Centres  with  a view 
to  studying  the  various  systems  in  ojieration. 

On  the  suggestion  of  the  Staffordshire,  Wc)l verhampton  and 
Dudley  Joint  Committee,  the  Council  had  under  consideration  the 
appointment  of  an  .\fter-Care  Committee  for  Tuberculosis  Cases. 
Under  the  scheme  f)f  the  Joint.  Committee,  the  following  districts 
have  been  constituted  • — 

No.  1.  Acton,  Eednall,  Co])|)enhall,  Dunston,  Hunting- 
ton,  Kinvaston,  I’enkridge,  and  Teddesley  Hay. 

No.  2.  Erewoed,  Stretton,  and  Eapley. 

No.  3.  Bushbury. 

No.  4.  Essington. 

No.  5.  Cheslyn  Hay  and  Great  Wyrley. 

No.  6.  Featherstone,  Hilton,  Shareshill,  Saredon,  and 
Hatherton. 

A number  of  ladies  have  been  invited  to  serve  on  the  above 
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C'oniiiiitt'GG , unci  to  \’isit  C'Usgs  iii  lli6  Viiii.ou.s  clistiicts  coiiuiiy 
under  the  notice  of  tlie  Joint  (’ornniitiee. 

'J’owards  tlie  end  of  the  year  it  hecaine  a.])])arent  that  there 
was  a growing  necessity  for  the  establislnnent  of  an  Infant  Wel- 
fare Ce7itre  at  laindywood,  (Ireat  W^yrley.  iVction  was  taheii  by 
the  Council  to  obtain  suitable  j)reinises  to  hold  a Centre. 

It  was  decided  to  liold  the  Centre  at  firewood  on  the 
fourth  Wednesday  in  each  month,  instead  of  the  fourth  Thursday. 

Bushbury  Sewerage. 

Instructions  were  given  for  the  ])re])arations  or  carrying 
out  of  schemes  of  sewerage,  and  the  treatment  and  disposal  of 
sewage  for  the  Low  Hill,  New  -C-xley,  and  I’ordhouses  portions  of 
the  Parish  of  Bushbui-y.  The  pro])Osals  of  the  Co\mcil  have  been 
submitted  to  the  Mitiistcr  of  Heahh,  and  the  necessary  Local 
Enquiries  held.  In  the  case  of  Xew  Oxley  and  Eordhouses,  a loan 
has  been  sanctioned  of  Clb.BfiO  to  defray  the  cost  of  carrying  out 
the  schemes  and  for  the  consti'nctioi7  of  the  works.  A Contract 
has  been  entered  into  in  each  case.  The  scheme  for  Low  Hill 
includes  provision  for  dealing  with  storm  and  surface  water. 
Negotiations  are  ])roceeding  to  obtain  a loan  for  carrying  out  the 
work. 

Bushbury  Mortuary. 

A Hand-wheeled  Amlnilance,  fitted  witli  moveable  stretch- 
ers has  been  ])urchased,much  inqa'ovement  being  thereby  effected. 

Bushbury,  Essington,  Featherstone.  and  Hilton  Sewerage. 

During  the  year  a joint  scheme  for  the  drainage  of  ])ortions 
O'*’  the  Parishes  of  Bushbury,  Essington,  p’eatherstone,  and  Hilton 
was  ])re])ared.  A Ijocal  Ennjuii'y  has  been  held,  and  a loan  of 
£11,000  sanctioned  I'his  loan  has  been  obtained.  A Contract 
has  been  entered  into  for  the  construction  of  work.  Cuwd  ])rogress 
with  the  work  has  been  made.

Early  in  tlie  year,  the  Engineer,  Hr.  H.  i\[.  WJiitehead, 
submitted  to  the  Council  iilans  and  ]')ro]iosals  for  the  ]>rovision 
of  a.  Porter’s  Lodge  aicd  Discharge  Block  near  the  Entrance  Cates 
to  the  Hos])it,al.  In  view  of  the  financial  liabilitii's  of  the  Coun- 
cil, it  was  (h'cided  to  postjione  the  work.

Essington,  Huntington  and  Greaf  Wyrley. 

In  the  remainder  of  the  District,  at  present,  this  work 
devolves  u])on  the  occupiers  of  tlie  liouses  themsdves. 

1 lierc  are  in  the  al)o\'e  five  Parisltes,  3,530  Houses,  being 
1,325,  694,  548,  345,  and  618  res]u.'ctively. 

Hinco  the  appoini-ment  of  my  assistant,  mucli  more  efli- 
cient  su])ervision  of  this  woi’k  lias  been  ])ossihle,  and  it  is  being 
carried  out  a great  deal  more  satisfactorily. 

I he  totid  of  4.u24  aslipits,  wliicli  lun'e  l)een  inspected, 
shows  more  frc'picnt  visits,  and  llu'  results  arc  e\ident,  as  tlu're 
are  no  large  number  of  house’s  willi  accumulations  of  refuse.

Slaughter  Houses  and  Meat  Inspection. 

'I’here  are  at  the  end  of  the  year  10  -Slaughter  Houses  in 
the  Districl';  12  of  these  arc  Ijicenscd  and  7 are  Hegistered,  aud 
they  are  situate  as  follows:  Hushhury  4,  Brewood  0,  Cheslyn 
Hay  3,  Plssington  1,  Pe?ikridge  3,  AVheaton  Aston  2,  and  there 
\;i  one  ])lace  Licensed  as  a Knackers’  ^hird  at  Henkridge. 

During  the  year  13  Ijicences  were  renewed,  and  one  new 
Licence  granted  to  erect  a Slaughter  House. 

814  Ins])ections  of  Slaughter  Houses  were  made,  and  0 of 
them  rccpiired  whitewashing,  and  these  were  done.  Oil  the  whole 
the  ])laces  are  kept  satisfactorily. 

003  Ins|)cctions  cd  meat  were  made  at  the  Slaughter  Houses 
and  Sho])s,  and  the  Meat  generally  was  of  a very  good  quality. 
Several  organs  and  ])ortions  of  meat  were  found  to  be  diseased, 
and  these  were  destroyed. 

Ibider  the  Meat  Legulations,  208  visits  were  made  to 
shops  and  private  houses  where  pigs  wca’C  slaughtered.  I found 
the  regulations  were  fairly  well  carried  out.  In  every  case  1 
found  the  cottager’s  ])ig  <if  very  good  cpiality,  and  this  I attribute 
to  the  cleaner  food  and  better  care  given  to  the  animals. 

Workshops  and  Bakehouses. 

08  Inspections  of  Workshops  and  Bakehouses  were  made. 
Nine  Bakehouses  and  7 Worksho])s  were  found  to  Jieed  wliite- 
washing  and  these  were  done  ’Fbc  sanilary  accommodation  at 
two  Worksho])s  wa.s  defective  and  was  remedied.

Cowsheds  and  Dairies. 

h'here  were  on  the  llegistei’  al  Ihc  end  of  tin-  year  211  i)er 
sons,  142  as  wholesale  ])r(idncers  (4‘  milk,  12  as  wholesale  jiro- 
ducers  and  retail  purveyors  of  milk,  and  28  as  retail  purveyors 
of  milk. 

iHiriu'jf  the  year  12  persons  were  registered  as  whoh-sale 
pioducers  of  milk,  and  8 as  retail  ]»nrveyors  of  milk. 

210  Insiiectinns  of  Cowsheds  and  Ttairies  were  made.  A 
good  nmnb.'r  of  the  sheds  ixainired  whitewashing,  and  these  wei’c 
snbseipiently  dtaie.  The  drainage  at  8 sheds  was  defective,  and 
al  18  sheds  the  light  and  ventilation  was  defective,  and  at  20 
sheds  there  were  defective  channels.  Notices  for  these  to  bo 
remedied  were  served.

'Phis  Council  have  granted  a licence  for  “ Pasteurised 
Afilk’  to  be  produced  at.  mu'  farm.  .\t.  ibis  farm  there  is  a good 
a.nd  elhcH'iit  pasteurising  plant.  'Plu'  milk  is  put  int.o  contaiiu'rs, 
where  it  is  rotameil  tor  ilO  minntrs  at'  a temperature  of  145  degrees 
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I'’ar.,  and  afteiavards  coolod  l\y  brine  cooler  to  about  40  degrees 
Far.,  and  it  is  (hen  iniinediately  antmnatiaall y bottled  and  sealed. 
There  is  also  a refrigerator  in  wliieli  all  niilk  not  for  immediate 
di'livery  is  stored.  There  is  a goad  a|)])ara(us  foi'  washing  the 
bottles,  and  for  which  (here  is  a goo,d  sui)])!}'  of  water  and  steam. 

The  sam])le  T torik  for  bacteriological  exa.mination  had  a 
temperature  of  12  degrees  Far.,  and  the  analyst’s  certificate 
sbowed  that  Coliform  Ihicillus  wei-e  jiroscait  in  l/lOI/h  cubic 
centimetre,  but  in  1/ 100th  cubic  centinu.'tre,  ('oliform  Ihicillus 
were  entirely  absent,  and  the  total  organisms  ])resent  were  under 
1.000  per  c.c.

'I’he  W ater  in  Coppenhall  was,  on  the  whole,  of  a better 
quality  than  in  Duuston. 

Drainage,  Oxley. 

'i’he  New  Sewers  at  Oxley,  Bushbury,  are  nciw  in  hand,  and 
when  conqjteted  the  J louses  can  be  connected,  and  so  end  the 
insanitary  conditions  caused  by  the  cesspools. 

Broad  Lane,  Long  Lane,  and  Newtown,  Essington. 

'I’he  insanitary  state  of  the  drainage  and  disposal  of  the 
sewage  at  the  ])remises  in  Broad  Lane,  Long  Lane,  and  Newtown, 
continues. 

•Some  |)rogress  has  been  made  with  the  scheme  for  new 
Sewers  and  Sewage  W'orks,  but  there  arc  ditliculties  in  the  way 
c.f  the  w'ork  being  commenced. 

Drainage,  Great  Wyriey. 

riie  extension  of  the  Sewer  near  the  Oreat  W’yrlcy  Cliiii'ch 
l.'as  now  been  put  in  hand,  and  tlie  nuisance  caused  from  several 
{.remises,  the  drainage  finm  which  lay  in  the  ditch,  will  soon 
be  remedied 

Penkridge  Sewerage. 

In  the  village  of  Benkridge  there  a.i’e  a large  number  of 
jjrcmises  at  which  the  drainage:  and  the  disposal  of  the  sewage  is 
very  bad  and  insanitary. 

I am  unable  to  do  much  to  iu-(.ij)erly  remedy  these  matters, 
and  the  w'ork  is  being  held  up  and  eonditii'us  are  getting  worse 
tbrough  the  lack  of  prejier  sewa-rs.

There  are  54  Mouses  with  2 families,  and  in  these  houses 
there  are  dCG  inmates,  giving  an  average  of  5.00  {ter  house. 
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84  of  tliL‘.se  families  e-xjjre^sed  a desire  to  have  a sepai’ato 

liOTise. 

'I’licrc'  are  a large  miuiber  of  workpeople,  working  in  Bush- 
1)1  iry,  hut  now  residing  elsewhere,  who  wish  for  a house  in 
Itushhury. 

'I’o  show  the  variation  of  numbers  of  occu])ants,  there  were 
iO  three-l)edro('Jued  liouses  ^vilh  only  one  occu])ani  to  each,  and 
180  with  2 occu])ants,  !Uid  227  houses  with  8 inmates  in  each 
house. 

'I'lie  total  number  of  inmates  in  those  807  Houses  was  951, 
lu'iving  only  an  average  of  2.59  per  house.

All  the  Houses  with  ’Fa])  Water  are  connected  to  the  Wol- 
verhampton  Corporation  Water  IMains. 
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^riie  Hciivengiiig  is  done  by  C'onlrac't,  tlie  dust  bins  and  pans 
are  emptied  once  every  fortnight,  and  tlie  asbj)its  every  two  to 
three  months.  The  ti})  for  dry  refuse  is  at  the  Northeycote  Farm, 
and  all  nightsioil  is  carted  direct  on  to  the  land.

1000  Houses  are  being  erected  on  the  JjOw  Hill  Estate,  and, 
m addition  to  the  118  occupied,  a large  number  of 
others  are  near  completion. 

722  Houses  are  connected  to  the  Sewers  of  the  Cannock 
llural  District  Council,  the  sewage  of  which  is  treated 
by  the  A’olverhampton  Corporation. 

54  Houses  are  connected  to  the  Heath  Town  Sewers. 

34  Houses  are  connected  to  the  Cannock  llural  District 
Council  Sewers  at  Fordhouses,  and  treated  at  a small 
Outfall  A'orks  there. 

The  Cannock  Hural  District  Council  are  now  constructing 
Sewers  and  a Pum])ing  Station  to  take  the  di'ainage  from  about 
200  Houses  at  New  Oxley  and  Oxley  Hank,  with  provision  for 
further  develojmients.  This  sewage  will  be  jnimjied  to  the  W'ol 
verhampton  Sewage  Works.
